A dispatch from Springfield says that the Rail- 
inter-State commerce, or any attempt to abridge 
it, in their opinions on the operation of the new 
Railroad law. What the Commissioners decided, 


in their official construction of the law, wag this: | ] 


“The charges from a point west of the State to 
2 point within the State must not be the same 
as or less than the charges from the west line 
of the State over the same road to the same 
point of destination; so the charges from a 
point within the State to a point east of the State 
must not be the same as or less than the charges 


from the same point of departure over the same | 


road to the east line of the State; qo, also, the 
charges from a paint west of a point 
east of the State must not be the same as 
or less than the charges over the same 
road from the west line to the east line of the 
State.” These are the precise words of the 
‘Commissioners. If they mean anything, they 
mean that the charges on freight from outside 
the State to the inside, or from inside the State 
to the outside, or from one State to another, 
must be greater (since they cannot be the same 
nor less) than freight carried for the same dis- 


tances within the State. If the Commissioners | 


mean to say that this is not an attempt to rega- 
late commerce among the States, then it is in 


order for them to rise and explain what inter- 


State commerce is. 


Court in the case of the Philadelphia & Reading 
Railroad Company throws additional light on the 


limitation of State power with reference to | 


inter-State commerce. The State of Pennsyl- 
vania passed a statute requiring the railroads to 
make returns of freight, and pay taxes on 
freight carried over, through, and upon that 
portion of the their lines within this 


State, as if the whole of their respective | 


lines were within this State.” The same statute 


authorized the railroads to add the tax imposed 


under it to the tolls for carrying the freight. 
The Supreme Court declared this statute uncon- 


stitutional.
